I know that lots of factors come into play in swr measurement, 
especially when dealing with the full band of amateur frequencies being 
read by one meter. But I have noticed while experimenting that my noise 


bridge (a new Palomar PT-340 tuner-tuner) and Autek WM-1 SWR meter are 
not in agreement, especially on 10 meters (not that this is perhaps 
unusual). I know someone here will have a "technical" answer <grin>. 
While this isn't exactly in this application qrp it is technical in 
nature so I thought I'd ask here too........ I have noticed the same 
phenom at qrp levels with similar results on my station. 


I have noticed the following readings: 
A. PT-340 noise bridge noise nulled by antenna tuner 


Transceiver IC = 15 amps 

WM-1 SWR = 1.9:1 

SWR meter in my Ten-Tec 238 antenna tuner = 1.5:1 
Output = 96+ watts 


B. Ten-Tec 238 antenna tuner adjusted to read 1:1 SWR on its meter 


Transceiver IC = 16 amps 
WM-1 SWR = 1.5:1 

PT-340 = not at noise null 
Output = 93 watts 


C. Antenna tuner adjusted so WM-1 reads 1:1 SWR 


Transceiver IC = 20 amps 

Ten-Tec 238 Antenna tuner = 1:1 SWR 
PT-340 = Quite a ways from noise null 
Output = 90 watts 


The transceiver is a Ten-Tec Omni V and the antenna is a GAP Titan 
vertical. The readings are all on 10 meters. I notice that all three 
read much more closely on the lower bands...... in fact the noise bridge 
and Autek WM-1 agree on 40 meters..... the noise null then is where the 
meter reads 1:1 


Which is generally more accurate ...... a noise bridge like the PT-340 
or a decent SWR meter like the Autek WM-1 ? My vote is for the noise

Howdy , 


After using the SD-20 and similar poles for close to 20 years, I believe 
the simplest way to keep water out is to seal the joints with flexible 
plastic tape. But, if the antenna is up any length of time (weeks or more) 
the tape is not going to weather well. UV, temp swings, etc. 


With the weather factor in mind the simplest solution for me has been to 
simply leave rain water (and condensation) pass through the pole and out 
the bottom. This means making provision for it the base mount. If it's a 
wooden dowel (sealed) or synthetic material cut a vertical groove to pass 
the water down to the ground. 


Last Sunday, I completed a 120 day antenna performance test which included 

an SD-20 mounted on a St. Louis Shaft. The combined aluminum and fiberglass 
assembly puts the tip of the pole and a St. Louis Doublet or Inverted-L at 

exactly 50 feet. (Kinda' neat, sets up in 10 minutes and it's real portable 
too!) Water was allowed to pass to ground through the entire support. 


However, I was suprised to find each section of the SD-20 was frozen in 
position when it was brought back to ground level (after four months). Even 
a few shots of WD-40 have not helped. I twisted the joints pretty tightly 
when the support was originally installed and they were still quite 
servicable at that time. 


The extended SD-20 is frozen so tightly it probably can't be restored to a 
collapsed state without damaging the fiberglass. However, my gut reaction 
is adding protective tape to the slip joints when initially installed would 
probably postphone this condition somewhat. Ditto for a silicone-type 
sealant assuming it could be peeled off easily and cleanly when desired. 


I suppose my suggestion is to keep it simple and just let the water pass 


through the pole and any external support system.

I just got a length of 450 ohm polyethilene dielectric 
line with "Windows" cut at uniform intervals. 
Need to know the VELOCITY FACTOR of that 


line so that I can use that line for building phasing 
sections in a two meter low cost antenna that 

is in the works here. 

Found the standard 300 ohm twinlead V.F. 

described in some books as 0.8, others say 

it is 0.82 or 0.83... 

But not one reference to window 450 ohm line 

VF found here !!! 

The two meter antenna "in the works" is for portable 
work with FM handie talkie type radio, so that 

it may be used in the low power setting during 
the hurricane emergencies in order to prolong 
battery life... 

The more gain available from the antenna, the 
lower power that can be used with the HT... and 
of course then the battery will last longer.

I put the wire on the left side, then 
routed it down and underneath the nearby metal standoff. I removed one 
washer from the standoff mounting, and wrapped the wire securely 


around the screw. Works FB.

I suspect that shell grounding helps to keep stray RF out of the audio 
& control wires running through the cable. That is of course if the 
Mic cable is shielded.

I just remembered many years ago using a technique of finding a 1/4 
wavelength of feeders using a grid dip meter. 

As I recall, shorting the far end of the cable and measuring resonance on 
open end of line and a bit of carefully trimming the length I produced a 
cable the proper length. The velocity factor calculated length was only 
useful to get the cable in the right ball park. Of course, make for first

cut of the cable and little too long for adjustments.

Arnie, 


I don't have the velocity factor of the 450 ohm window line for you but I 
may have a method for determining the velocity factor for yourself. 


Suspend a few wavelengths of the line in the clear, the frequency is not 
critical although the lower the frequency the greater the precision of you 
measurement. For example, 1 cm of measurement error at 30 MHz would give 
you 10 times the accuracy as compared to 1 cm of error at 300 MHz. Short 
one end of the line or leave open, which ever way your matching network will 
couple into the line effectively. Excite the line with RF and adjust the 
matching network for the best match. Now, take a small neon bulb, such as a 
NE-2 and walk it along the line very close to it but not touching it. Use 
the least amount of power as possible that will sustain ignition of the 
bulb. Since the line isn't properly terminated and since the energy has to 
go somewhere something will arc or burn up if you use too much power! I 
would think a couple of watts should be more then enough. You will notice a 
peak and a null in the bulb luminance as you walk it along the line caused 
by the standing waves on the line. The null is usually much sharper then 
the peak. Measure the distance between the nulls. This distance will be 


the electrical half-wave length. Compare this value to the calculated 
wavelength for the frequency that you are using and this will give you the 
velocity factor (measured half-wave length / calculated half-wave length) . 
I suspect for 450 ohm window line the velocity factor will be greater then 
@.8 since there isn't much dielectric between the conductors. 


There are other ways to determine the velocity factor but you may have to 
adjust the line length a little at a time which may take a long time. 


Good luck and let us know what you come up with.

Hi Al, 


The ERP factor in the QRP equation has already been beat to death in the 
past but I'll beat it some more :-) 


It goes without question that the greater the ERP, the greater the signal. 
This is easy to calculate in free space. Back on Earth things become much 
more complicated. For instance, one may know the gain of a particular 
antenna but this gain figure is usually for the main lobe of the radiation 
pattern. This lobe of course changes with elevation. And do you know what 
elevation angle you were using when making a contact? Probably not for 
sure. What if you are using a non-rotatable rhombic with 12 dBi of gain yet 
the majority of you contacts were off of the main azimuth lobe? Would you 
program in a handicap based upon great circle bearing and distance or 
lonospheric layer you were using? If QSO success was measured by ERP the 
inaccuracies would be staggering and near accurate calculations would be 
tedious. 


I know it doesn't seem fair to compare a 1 watt station with a 4 element 
monobander at 100 ft to a 1 watt station with a G5RV at 10 ft but do will 
really compete as QRP operators in this manner anyway? We just make do with 
what we have and try to stretch our little bit of power as far as we can. 
Part of the accomplishment is knowing how to make that 1 watt sound like a 
kW. 


Besides, gain antennas don't create any extra energy. They just focus it 
into one direction.

Hi Group, 


Received the HTX-10 last Thursday and after playing with it for a couple of 
hours, including the ARRL DX contest going on right now, I would like to give 
you my first impressions. 


This radio is small, easy to hide, specially when desk space is at a premium. 
While the front panel is not crowded, I have come to the conclusion that I 
prefer a bigger radio to allow my fingers to move around freely. 


The microphone is small and seems so fragile that I'm handling it with care. The 
antenna I'm using is a mag mount mobile CB trimmed to 10 meters on the balcony 
railing. 


My motivation to purchase the HTX-10 was to play with FM. It works great, and 
because of the propagation today, I can hear a couple of different repeaters 


that share the same frequency. I believe one is in Europe. 


Power on all modes as advertised, receiver sensitivity seems very good, I think 
it's a little better than the HTX-100. The beep that is present when touching a 
key is louder than expected. Fortunately it can easily be disabled. 


I have read complains that after transmitting on FM, the transmitter would 
remain on and the radio had to be powered off and on again to release it. I 
don't have this problem. Another complain I read about is regarding the s meter. 
Some people say theirs will not move much, even with a strong signal, hardly 
going past s3. Again I have not experienced this problem. 


Another complain I see on the newsgroups is about the fine tuning moving both 
the TX and RX frequency. While I agree it's not a good thing, with this 
particular radio and its smaller tuning step being 1Khz, I think it's a good 
idea to have both frequencies move together. We don't need 1 up or down all the 
time. :) 


As you all know by now, it does not have CW. It receives CW ok on LSB/USB, and 
there is at least one member of the list (sorry your callsign escapes me right 
now) that has added CW to his HTX-10. 


The operator's manual is just that, not a "QRP-L type approved" manual :), there 
is no schematic or any other technical information besides the specs. 


I think it's a tremendous value at the catalog price. Any price reduction will 
make it a bargain hard to resist. I sure hope the rumors about other bands being 
offered are true. 


Considering the price, features, performance and ergonomics, I will give the 
HTX-10 two thumbs up. 


Please note this is a review of only one HTX-10, my unit. No connection with 
Radio Shack, all possible disclaimers apply.

yours work the same way? 


Note: one thing that may be causing this my PS. I am using a gel-cell 
with an off/on switch. My normal procedure is 1) plug radio power line into 
gel-cell socket, turn on gel-cell, press and hod PTT, turn on radio, release 
PTT, test for beep, if still there, turn off radio, press and hold PTT, turn 
on radio (Note gel-cell has not been turned off here), release PTT, beep is 
gone.

In the late 40's QST carried an article describing the construction and 
use of the "Twin Lamp" which was a device similar to what Ron describes 
but which could be used to give some indication of SWR in Twinlead. 


It used two "pilot lights" and the brightness of one was proportional to 
forward power while the other was proportional to reflected power. SWR 
was estimated by comparing the relative brightness of the two bulbs. 


I immediately built one and put it on my 20-meter folded dipole line and 
was bewildered to see that, according to the article, I had a "large 
SWR." 


Since at the age of 16 I was not all that impressed with things I really 
didn't understand all that well, I ignored the findings and went back to 
working DX on 20 CW!

A couple of additions to my first impressions after another couple of hours use. 


I'm paying attention to the s meter now and mine does not seem to go past s5. I 
think that's what other people were experiencing. Unfortunately I don't have 
another receiver to compare the two readings. 


My CB mobile antenna was trimmed to 28.500 Khz. What I noticed is that when 
moving away (up or down) from 28.500 the power out drops substantially, almost 
like the radio is shutting down. With the tuner inline, I re-adjust the tuner 
and all is fine. The HTX-100 with the same antenna was not this sensitive.

Third in a Series: 


Well I finished the Small Wonder Labs DSW-30 last night. The final 
construction steps are no more difficult than the earlier parts. While you 
do wind four toroids near the end they are certainly not hard to do. Some 
folks find it so but I just settle into an easy chair with good light and 
the measured length of magnet wire and pull each loop snug with a small pair 
of pliers holding the end of the wire that will be cut off anyhow. When the 
wire starts to get rather short it is time to count the windings and see if 
I am done. When finished I trim the leads to an inch or so and use a pocket 


knife and a pad of paper to hold the wires as I scrape off the coating. You 
only need to scrape where the solder will flow so it is a quick job. 


Alignment is a breeze, takes 30 seconds tops. 


Now is it is time for the test. It is not in the case so lots of clip leads 
but yes W1ST or W1HT responded to my CQ. Unfortunately QSB quickly got the 
best of them and no first contact. I tried a few more CQs but it was late 
and I figured it would be better to send code if I had some sleep! 


This morning was a treat. First real contact was K8GAO in West Virginia. (I 
too am in West Virginia but on the opposite side of the state). Then K8JD 
and WA3SKO and WC3S. 


Folks this is an amazing rig. I don't understand why anyone would want to 
buy any other kit in this price range for QRP. I has digital tuning, a 
superhet receiver, precise Morse code frequency output, two speed tuning, 
RIT, will drive a small speaker or headphones, has a built in keyer but 
accepts external keyer or a straight key. 


I HIGHLY recommend this kit to any QRP amateur and find the instructions 
good enough for the novice builder as well as the advanced.

I have been asked (a) the origins of Vcc and (b) precisely the meaning 
of the second "c" 


My rely is as follows: 
Hi Jason, 


I thought that was a pretty basic question ("oh yeah I used to know 
that" - research, research etc.) 


It's an eminently sensible question which for the moment I can only 


answer as follows: (in a sort of reverse order) 


Vce = Voltage between collector and emitter 

Vbe = ditto base ditto 
Vcb = ditto ditto base 
Similarly we have Vbc, Veb, and Vec. 


Now Supply voltage (DC) applied to base, collector, emitter has 
historically been designated (respectively) : 


Vbb, Vcc, Vee 


Notwithstanding my research in recent days through every text, reference 
book I have I can find no reference as to why it is Vcc. 


For the moment I can only assume the origin has something to do with the 
second "c" in Vcc (or "b" or "e" as the case may be) being created to 
indicate we are purely talking about DC potential and perhaps the need 
to maintain a three letter system. 


I'll make some enquiries among my more learned colleagues.
